Custody cells closed after 
police arrest man with TB

THE detention of a man with tuber¬ 
culosis (TB) has led to a police force 
temporarily closing two custody 
suites in Dunstable for ‘deep 
cleaning’. 

On Thursday a man who had been 
detained by Bedfordshire Police told 
staff that he had recently been diag¬ 
nosed with the disease. 

Detective Chief Inspector Steve 


Ashdown, head of custody for the 
force, said the Bedfordshire Police 
doctor advised that TB had a low 
likelihood of transmission. 

He said staff who came into 
contact with the detainee wore 
‘protective clothing and face masks’ 
to reduce any risk of infection. 

TB is a bacterial infection spread 
through inhaling tiny droplets from 
the coughs or sneezes of an infected 
person. 

A spokesman for the police said the 


man had been arrested ‘on suspi¬ 
cion of committing an offence’, but 
said he could not name the offence 
because of‘data protection’ reasons. 

The man was released on bail on 
Thursday night. 

There were suggestions a doctor 
involved with the detainee had 
voluntarily put himself into quaran¬ 
tine but the police denied this. 

Members of the public who were 
aware of the situation at the time 
have raised concerns about how it 


was handled. A source, who asked to 
remain anonymous, said: “They 
should have closed the whole 
station, not just the two cells. 
Officers aren’t happy with how it 
was handled.” 

Another said when they found out 
about the situation, they were 
‘unhappy’ the force had not 
informed members of the public. 

DCI Ashdown said the two cells 
which were closed would be 
re-opened following an inspection. 


He said: “Management of conta¬ 
gious illnesses is a regular aspect of 
custody provision. 

“Tuberculosis is spread in a similar 
way to a cold or flu, however it is not 
as contagious and you would usually 
have to spend prolonged periods in 
close contact with an infected per¬ 
son to catch the infection yourself. 

“Although TB is not something that 
we often encounter, our staff worked 
well to manage the low risk of trans¬ 
mission in an appropriate manner.”

Mahroof gets life for 
planning Ali shooting

A CONVICTED drug dealer who 
ordered a hit on his love rival 
was jailed for life this week. 

On Monday, Shahzad Mahroof, 
28, of Selbourne Road, Luton, was 
given life with a minimum term 
of 15 years before he can apply for 
parole. 

He was convicted of conspiracy 
to murder Atif Ali and of making 
threats to kill. 

Luton Crown Court heard that 
Mahroof was incensed that his 
girlfriend was to marry Mr Ali 
because her family did not 
consider him good enough. 

He made threats to Mr Ali to 
keep away from Nazeem Dadd, 
but the graduate continued their 
relationship. The court heard he 
paid Bernard Pillay, a man 
convicted of causing GBH to two 
police officers, to shoot Mr Ali 
with a sawn-off shotgun. 

Mr Pillay was also convicted of 
conspiracy to murder and was 
given life with a minimum term 
of 17 years before he can apply for 
parole. 

The supplier of the shotgun, 
Matthew McCafferty, 23, from 
Roman Road, Flitwick, was con¬ 
victed of conspiracy to murder 
and possessing a firearm with 
intent to endanger life. His sen¬ 
tencing has been adjourned until

September 1. Three other men 
were cleared of conspiracy to 
murder by the jury. They were: 
Mark O’Neill, 41, of Lansbury 
Drive, Hayes; Mahboob Baig, 31, 
of Overstone Road, Luton, and 
Sajed Hussain, 31, of Portland 
Road, Luton. 

The court heard how Mr Ali had 
been driving his Audi at 8am on 
May 20 last year in Leicester 
Road, Luton, when it was hit from 
behind by a Ford Mondeo. When 
he got out to inspect the car, he 
was shot by Pillay. 

He lost a huge amount of blood 
and underwent four operations 
to save his left leg. He now walks 
with a limp. 

Prosecutor Stuart Trimmer QC 
said: “Atif Ali was engaged to 
marry Nazeem Dadd. Mahroof

wanted a relationship with her, 
but he could not secure approval 
from her or her family. 

“Notwithstanding that, 
Shahzad Mahroof was intent on 
pursuing a relationship with 
Nazeem Dadd. The intended 
marriage with Atif Ali stood in 
the way. Nazeem Dadd is at the 
centre of all this.” 

Mahroof’s lawyer Imran Khan 
said: “It was a crime of passion. 

“The motive was to eliminate 
the individual who was his 
competitor.” 

Judge Michael Kay QC said 
Mahroof had ‘instigated a plan 
out of hatred and spite’. 

He also commended two offic¬ 
ers - DS Hutton and DC Hart - for 
their work in the long investiga¬ 
tion. 


Ring road work to cause delays across Luton 


MOTORISTS have been advised 
to allow extra time when travel¬ 
ling around town over the next 
few weeks as the phased opening 
of the inner ring road continues. 

A new two-way, single-carriage- 
way link road between the junc¬ 
tion of Old Bedford Road, 
Hucklesby Way and Crescent 
Road, which passes between the 
mainline railway and Midland 
Road and underneath the station 
multi-storey car park, was 
opened for the first time on 
Wednesday to replace Guildford 
Street, which closed on Friday. 


Delays are expected over the 
next fortnight as both passengers 
and the council get used to the 
new road, which will include 
works such as fine-tuning traffic 
signals. 

Cllr Dave Taylor, portfolio 
holder for environment, said: 
“The completed inner ring road 
will make a real difference to the 
north side of Luton town centre 
by driving down congestion and 
making the area more attractive 
for pedestrians and cyclists. 

“Motorists have been very 
patient while the scheme is con¬ 


structed and we do need to ask 
that they continue to bear with us 
while the few outstanding signal 
and highway works that can only 
be done once traffic is using the 
road are finished.” 

The next phase of the Town 
Centre Transport Scheme is a 
30-week programme designed to 
improve the pedestrian connec¬ 
tion between the station and the 
town centre. 

Work will get under way early 
next month to construct a new 
shared open space in Bute Street, 
finished in high-quality granite. 


‘No mistakes’ 
with failed 
traveller plan 

COUNCILLORS have voted to with¬ 
draw a controversial gypsy and 
traveller plan after receiving heavy 
criticism about its contents from 
an inspector last week. 

Members of Central Bedfordshire 
executive unanimously voted to 
withdraw the plan after inspector 
Simon Emerson questioned how 
the council had come to choose 
certain sites, and how it had 
calculated the compound growth 
rate for the number of pitches 
needed, among other issues. 

At a meeting of the executive on 
Tuesday however, member for 
strategic planning, Nigel Young, 
dismissed the idea that the coun¬ 
cil had made mistakes in putting 
together the plan, instead choos¬ 
ing to question the judgment of 
government inspectors on gypsy 
and traveller policy. 

He said: “If we look at the sites 
within the plan the questions the 
inspector asked are the exact 
questions you would expect him to 
ask. It was the questions about 
the growth rate and the consulta¬ 
tion I felt were intrusive and diffi¬ 
cult to answer. 

“He wanted answers back to all 
of the questions by September 23 
which was in no way possible. 

“We could have gone ahead with 
the plan as it was or withdraw it. 
They were the only two options we 
had. The primary issue was having 
the time to respond to the inspec¬ 
tor’s questions and he was not 
willing to be flexible.” 

When quizzed by independent 
member for Potton, Adam Zerny, 
about the ‘mistakes’ within the 
plan, such as the selection of 
certain sites above others, Cllr 
Young responded: “We didn’t 
make mistakes. The inspector has 
asked questions with which we 
disagree.” 

Cllr Young also revealed that so 
far, creating the plan has cost the 
council around £30,000 on 
consulting but this did not include 
officers’ time or other associated 
costs. 

Stotfold councillor Larry Stoter 
added: “So, after years of work, 
dozens of meetings, several public 
consultations, and, no doubt, 
many thousands of pounds of 
council taxpayers’ money, it 
seems it is back to square one.”

“She and I are developing other pro¬ 
jects too with a number of collabora¬ 
tors in Zimbabwe and in Europe.”

CHANGES: The council has spent £1.5m on the Court Drive Scheme

A COUNCIL has defended a 
controversial road scheme 
which has cost £1.5m after a 
business owner said new 
changes to the project would 
be a ‘waste of money’. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council said the majority of 
Dunstable residents ‘recog¬ 
nised’ the Court Drive 
Scheme had made the area 
‘more attractive’. 

However, a businessman 
who owns a store in the area, 
and asked not to be named, 
said the project had cost 
Dunstable jobs and money. 

The initiative, which was 
unveiled last year, was 
designed to create a ‘shared 
space’ for cars and residents. 

Although at the time resi¬ 
dents started a petition ask¬ 
ing the authority to reverse 
the changes. 

The council recently paid 
£15,000 to a firm in St Albans 
to conduct a survey asking 
people for their views on 
Court Drive. 

A spokeswoman said it is 
now making changes in 
response to this which would 
include ‘zebra crossings, 
tactile paving and clearer 
signage’. 

The business owner said: 
“When you look at it and what 
has been spent and what it 


has cost, then it’s a waste of 
money. They spent money on 
a survey that was sent to a 
company outside Dunstable 
but you don’t need to do a 
survey to tell you that it is 
rubbish. 

“The trouble is that when 
the council change some¬ 
thing they think that’s it, but 
people take about six months 
to change habits.” 

He also claimed three stores 
in the area had closed as a 
result of the scheme because 
it had affected footfall. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council said a firm outside 
Dunstable had won the 


contract because of ‘value for 
money and their expertise 
and reputation’ in market 
research. 

The spokeswoman added: 
“There is no evidence that 
businesses closed due to the 
Court Drive works. Although 
the current works may cause 
minor delays Court Drive is 
open in both directions.” 

She said that most of the 
money spent on the scheme 
had come from government 
funding, including £866,000 
from the Luton Dunstable 
Busway and £120,000 from 
the government’s ‘Better 
Balanced Streets’ fund. 


Sentence for police advisor 


A MEMBER of a police advi¬ 
sory body has been given a 
three-year community order 
after pleading guilty to 12 
charges of possessing and 
making indecent photos. 

Trevor Hartwell, 71, of 
Holme Crescent, Biggles¬ 
wade, said he sought out 
indecent pictures of children 
because he wanted to do 
some research. But he then 


later pleaded guilty. Hartwell 
was a member of the Central 
Bedfordshire Independent 
Advisory group, made up of 
civilians, who advise the 
police. 

At Luton Crown Court he 
was also told to attend 35 
two-hour sessions of an inter¬ 
net sex offenders’ progra¬ 
mme. He must sign the Sex 
Offenders’ Register for five 


years and abide by a Sexual 
Offences Prevention Order 
for the same time, restricting 
his contact with children. 

His solicitor, Paul Orton, 
said the offending began as 
research, and that Hartwell 
had no interest in children. 

He added: “But he has 
pleaded guilty and admits 
this was a one off error of 
judgement.”

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Blaze could have 
been ‘deliberate’

INVESTIGATORS are not 
ruling out the possibility 
that a ten hectare crop fire 
was ‘started deliberately'. 

Last Sunday more than 30 
firefighters dealt with the 
blaze which was in a field of 
standing corn near Kestrel 
Way, Lewsey Farm, and 
adjacent to a housing devel¬ 
opment. 

Fire Control operators 
received more than 70 
separate calls about the inci¬ 
dent, which started just after 
8.45pm and was over by 
10.30pm. 

A Bedfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service (BFRS) 
spokesman said any evidence

which could have revealed 
the cause of the fire would 
most likely have been 
‘destroyed’, but he added that 
investigators ‘could not rule 
out the possibility that it was 
started deliberately’. 

Ade Yule, the BFRS’s group 


commander, praised the six 
fire crews which attended the 
scene, along with other emer¬ 
gency services. 

He said they had done ‘an 
excellent job’ of preventing 
the blaze from causing dam¬ 
age to any of the properties. 


Arriva bus depot fire causes £230k damage 


A WITNESS appeal has been 
made after two buses were 
set alight in a bus depot, 
causing damage which will 
cost around £230,000 to 
repair. 

The incident happened on 
Monday at around 9.50pm at 
the Arriva facility in 
Dunstable Road when petrol 


was thrown from a car park 
in the retail area off Chaul 
End Lane, into the premises, 
setting fire to two buses. 

It has been estimated that 
it will cost £230,000 to repair 
the damage caused to the 
vehicles and Detective 
Constable Colin Knight is 
keen to trace any witnesses. 


He said: “Luckily no one 
was injured during this 
incident but the fire could 
have spread, had it not been 
contained quickly, and put 
people in danger.”

Rev admits obscene 
chats with children

A VICAR has pleaded guilty 
to publishing obscene mate¬ 
rial and also admitted to 
having obscene conversa¬ 
tions with children. 

James Ogley, 38, of 
Hollybush Road, Luton, 
pleaded guilty on Monday at 
Luton Crown Court to seven 
offences of publishing 
obscene material: six in June 
2012 and one in November 
2012. 

He admitted to having the 
conversations with children 
on an internet chat log, 
including one child as young 
as 12. 

Prosecutor Daniel Siong 
accepted his not guilty pleas 
to two other charges of 
publishing obscene material 
in April 2012. 

The case was not opened, 
but it is understood to involve 
Ogley, who is the Church of 
England vicar at St Francis 
Church in Carteret Road,

Andrew Morton, defending, 
asked for sentence to be 
adjourned for probation 
reports to be prepared. 

He said: “He is a 38-year-old 
man of good character.” 

Ogley, was granted bail by 


Judge Michael Kay QC. He 
will be sentenced next month. 

The judge warned him: “All 
sentencing options are open.” 

Following the hearing, the 
Diocese of St Albans said in a 
statement that none of Rev 
Ogley’s charges related to any 
activity at St Francis Church, 
and that he had been 
suspended from all his duties 
as a clergyman and as a vicar 
in January this year. 

The statement also said that 
‘upon conviction of a crimi¬ 
nal offence, the Bishop of St 
Albans, the Rt Rev Dr Alan 
Smith, may, under the Clergy 
Discipline Measure 2003, 
impose a penalty on a clergy¬ 
man without further legal 
process.’ 

The Bishop said: “I am 
deeply saddened that one of 
the clergy, of whom I expect 
the highest standards of 
behaviour, has committed 
these offences. My prayers 
are with all those affected by 
James Ogley’s actions and 
with the people of his parish.”

Of course, it’s tempting to think only of the 
aristocrats’ own party - the Tories - in this 
context but, as we have witnessed recently 
in our own town, undemocratic behaviour 
is not exclusive to the Tories. Remember the 
library closure fiasco when Cllr Simmons’ 
lot decided to ignore the wishes of ten thou¬ 
sand people by dismissing their petition as 
‘just signatures’? Then we had the famous 
‘gagging order’ to Labour councillors to 
cover up dissent among their own ranks.

Don’t panic! Green ink 
brigade’s on the move 


W HEN I first 
became an 
editor, the then 
boss, Frank 

Branston, advised me about 
the letters page. 

He pointed out it was an 
important page as it gave 
readers a forum to let us 
know what they were think¬ 
ing. But, he said, don’t take 
too much notice, especially 
from the ‘green ink brigade’. 

These were letters from the 
eccentric to the outraged to 
the barking-mad, who were 
being attacked by invisible 
rays from their neighbour’s 
house, or had seen aliens, or, 
in one actual case, received 
messages from aliens via his 
teeth. Or they just had an 
obsession they would not let 
go of. 

Such obsessions include 
the European Union, the 
English language and getting 
the grammar right, Jews and 
state led conspiracies. In fact 
conspiracy is usually at the 
heart of the green ink corre¬ 
spondence. It was so called 
because the letters were 
usually written in long hand, 
often in capital letters and 
equally often in green ink, or 
underlined in different 
coloured ink. 

Allegedly MI6 wrote their 
memos in green ink, which 
may have started the fash¬ 
ion. Well they haven’t gone 
away but just, like so much 
else, migrated to the 


internet, where they are 
more difficult to spot imme¬ 
diately, as the font size and 
colour is set for them. 

But they are there and 
Frank’s other piece of advice 

- not to take too much notice 

- is even more relevant. As 
with letters, comment is 
always welcome. I always 
enjoy the sometimes barbed 
responses to this column. 

But we should beware, just 
like with this column, the 
belief that the views are 
those widely shared by the 
population. Some are begin¬ 
ning to see them as some 
kind of mini-referendum on 
any major issue, especially 
politics and sport. 

Comments on Twitter and 
Facebook - when it is not 
being dominated by self- 
serving sentimental trivia - 
seem to take on an impor¬ 
tance far greater than their 
numbers justify. 

The nation has spoken as 
several thousand have 
tweeted - sack the England 
Captain; leave the EU 
immediately; bomb Iraq; 
President Obama is an alien 
and so on and so on. 

When not being full of bile, 


and on occasion outright 
racist, these comments can be 
amusing, often viewed with 
some affection. But they are a 
small minority and it would 
not be sensible to let them 
affect editorial judgment, let 
alone decision making. They 
are mad enough without any 
extra help. 

P RISONS are in the 
spotlight at the 
moment for being not 
very good. 

Overcrowded and some¬ 
times dangerous they seem, 
like so much else, heading 
back to Victorian times. 
There is another issue with 
regard to prisons, which is 
what happens to the people 
released. Recently, on my 
way home, some homeless 
men spoke to me. Two had 
just been released from 
prison and told me there is 
no longer any proper support 
mechanism and they are just 
turned out and become 
homeless. 

So then what happens? They 
commit offences again and 
end up back in prison. If what 
they told me is true, surely 
this is the road to nowhere?

Council to close 
middle schools

THREE middle schools in 
Dunstable are to be shut 
because they are ‘no longer 
financially viable’, council¬ 
lors have said. 

Brewers Hill, Streetfield, 
and Ashton schools will close 
from August 2016. 

The decision, which has 
angered many parents and 
teachers, was taken by 
Central Bedfordshire 
Council’s executive commit¬ 
tee on Tuesday. 


The authority said there is a 
surplus of school places in 
Dunstable for children in 
years five to eight. 

Each school had submitted 
an alternative option to 
closure but they were all 
rejected by councillors. 

None of the three middles 
will take new pupils after 
September next year. 

Cllr Julian Murray, who 
represents Dunstable 
Northfields, said: “While I 
acknowledge the process the 
council had to go through on 
this, the perception is that it 


has always been a done deal 
and nobody can change that.” 

However, Cllr Mark 
Versallion said it was the 
council’s ‘legal responsibility 
to get off the fence and make 
a decision’. 

He added: “If we took the 
decision to keep these schools 
open they would be bankrupt 
and the children’s education 
will suffer. 

“We don’t want to keep 
schools open for the sake of 
it.”

Woman guilty of 
teen’s bat attack

A WOMAN has been convict¬ 
ed by a jury of launching a 
baseball bat attack on a teen¬ 
ager in a Houghton Regis 
park last year. 

Donna-Michelle Sturm, 33, 
of Kiln Way, Dunstable, was 
one of a mob of up to 20 men 
and women who confronted 
Jordan Bell after a false 
rumour had been spread that 
he was going to rape a 14-year- 
old boy. 

Mr Bell, then 19, was hit 


twice with the bat by Sturm 
before four others joined in 
the assault. 

Mr Bell told Luton Crown 
Court he was ‘angry and 
upset’ about the rumour that 
was going around Houghton 
Regis last summer. 

He agreed to meet a woman 
in Dog Kennel Park to sort 
things out on August 20 last 
year and took friends with 
him. 

The court heard he was 
expecting to meet just three 
other people at the park, but 
when he got there he saw a big 


group of 15 to 20 people, 
including Sturm. 

After a brief exchange, Mr 
Bell said Sturm hit him with a 
half-size baseball bat, before 
four others joined in the 
attack, punching him in the 
face, arm and groin area. 

Sturm denied assault by 
beating and having an offen¬ 
sive weapon, but was convict¬ 
ed by the jury. 

Judge Michael Kay QC 
granted her bail for probation 
reports to be prepared. 

She will be sentenced on 
September 5.

Mr E shoots for the Michelin stars 
as two restaurants go head to head 



Mr E Diner 

This week Mr E Diner 
plays home and away at a 
pair of Michelin-starred 
restaurants to see who 
comes out on top... 


THE hostess was inspecting my 
shirt. 

Here comes a compliment surely, 
after all I’d just snipped the tags off 
this morning. 

“Haven’t you got a jacket?” she 
enquired. 

Oh, er. . .bugger. Mr E Diner’s first 
foray into the world of Michelin- 
starred dining had resulted in a faux 
pas at the very first opportunity. 

After some mumbling a dinner 
jacket was fetched for me to wear 
and the tone was set - Le Gavroche is 
a very formal establishment. 

The peculiar first impressions 
continued when we were led down¬ 
stairs to the dated dining room 
which resembled a dingy 70s 
snooker hall and came with an audi¬ 
ence of waiters and waitresses large

enough to fill The Crucible. But what 
about the grub? 

Well the slither of smoked eel we 
were served up to start with could 
not have been a more enticing intro¬ 
duction. 

This was followed by rolled plaice 
with impeccably cooked brown rice, 
slightly crunchy on the outside and 
chewy in the middle, and a creamy 
sauce with spinach. 

It was modern, light, delicate 
French food that sat completely at 
odds with the stiff surroundings. 


But it was the desserts that set Le 
Gavroche apart. A victory lap of 
toffee glazed kumquats, mini choux 
buns, exquisite fruit and chocolate 
sorbets and a theatrical mountain of 
cheeses made all the diners giddy. 

Michele Roux Jr wanted you to 
leave delirious with endorphins and 
caffeine and, happily, we did. 

Now to compare a gastronomical 
powerhouse like Le Gavroche to 
Woburn’s Paris House would seem 
grossly unfair. But here we go. 

There was no snooker hall vibe 


here, Paris House is set among 
pastoral English countryside at its 
finest. 

And the atmosphere was instantly 
more relaxed - aided by a table who 
talked freely about a friend who had 
been wakeboarding in a mankini. 

After hoovering up a deliciously 
foamed leak and potato soup, 
arguably the highlight of the whole 
Michelin experience was about to 
land on our table: spiced lentils with 
cooked down durian - to quell the 
strong flavour of the notorious fruit 


- crispy-sweet petals, a mango 
sorbet and dried slices of jackfruit.

Expendables film best yet

THE third instalment’s mediocre 
weekend box-office haul in the US 
($16 million compared to $35m and 
£29m for parts 1 and 2) indicates 
the novelty value of this 80s’ action 
stars ensemble is wearing thin - but 
surprisingly this is a franchise best. 

It tries to mix it up by throwing in 
the Expendables Juniors (Kellan 
Lutz, Ronda Rousey and Victor 
Ortiz), and some fresh (or old?) blood 
in Harrison Ford, Wesley Snipes, 
Antonio Banderas and Mel Gibson; 
and it works for the most part. 


Sadly this isn’t quite enough to get 
over ‘franchise fatigue’ as it still 
doesn’t do enough to differentiate 
itself from the previous two films, 
with similar casts, plots and locales. 

Throw in the bizarre decision to 
bring the violence down a notch for a 
younger audience (12A from 15 over 
here, PG-13 from PG-17 in the States), 
which goes against the 80s-style vio¬ 
lence that most of the cast built their 
careers on, and you’re going to repel 
some of the target demographic. 

This time round Sly’s Barney Ross 
expires his regular team - including 
new member Doc, who they bust-out 
of jail in an impressive opening 
sequence - for younger blood to take 
down original ‘Expendable’ and bad 
guy of the piece, ruthless arms deal¬ 
er Conrad Stonebanks (Gibson). 


Ironically, even though it does 
seem like more of the same, the addi¬ 
tions of Snipes - who is on top form 
- and particularly a stand-out 
Banderas really add to what is a 
formulaic ‘wham-bam’ high-octane 
violence-fuelled actioner. 

The new kids on the block do an 
okayish job and Ford’s cranky CIA 
agent Drummer and Gibson’s 
decently-menacing villain, also add 
much to the enjoyment. 

The inevitable Stallone/Gibson 
fist-fight admittedly underwhelms, 
and the likes of Statham, Lundgren, 
Li and Arnie are sorely underused, 
but with some notable action set- 
pieces - this really isn’t expendable 
for fans of the genre.

Aimed directly at city-living eco-minded 
buyers, Toyota’s clever Yaris Hybrid is 
cheaper, cleaner and more frugal than any 
conventional hybrid model we’ve yet seen. 
It may not be the small car you’ve always 
dreamed about but if you’re urban-based, 
it could very well be the one you actually 
need. 

Toyota certainly hasn’t cut any corners in 
engineering the Yaris Hybrid. If you were 
expecting an electrically assisted version of the 
1.33-litre petrol engine that powers the usual 
higher range Yaris models, think again. The hybrid 
gets a 98bhp 1.5-litre four-cylinder powerplant 
mated to Toyota’s Hybrid Synergy Drive. This 
system has been downsized for the Yaris, 
combining the internal combustion engine with a 
more compact electric motor, transaxle, inverter 
and battery pack The result is a system that is 20 
per cent lighter than that used in Auris Hybrid. 

It’s usually the case that the more you spend on 
a supermini, the more comprehensively you’ve 
missed the point. These things are supposed to 



be cheap and cheerful cars that you don’t get too 
precious about. In the case of this Yaris Hybrid 
though, I think you’d be willing to make an 
exception to that rule. It’s not some premium, 
soft touch, leather-lined piece of ostentation. 
Instead it’s a really satisfying, smart, and genuinely 
useful small hatch. A car you could see yourself 
downsizing into from something a bit bigger and 
not feeling hard done by. You’ll find this Toyota 
about as frugal as the kind of decently pokey diesel 
supermini you could buy for around the same kind 
of money, but personally, if I was target market 
for one of these, what would sway me into Yaris 
Hybrid ownership wouldn’t have much to do with 
the balance sheet.

Still: Hatters 
will see the 
best of £100k 
man Drury

ANDY Drury is set to keep his place in the 
heart of Luton’s midfield despite a slow 
start to the season - with manager John 
Still admitting that the £100,000 man is 
taking time to adjust to the pace of life 
back at the club. 

The season is still in its infancy but the 
30-year-old is yet to find top gear in an 
orange shirt after re-joining the club as 
this summer’s marquee signing. 

Drury, who changed to a more central 
role during his three years away from 
Kenilworth Road at Ipswich and Crawley, 
has featured in all five games for Luton 
this season, including yesterday at 
Accrington, but fans are yet to see the 
best of him. 

Still said: “When we do get new players 
in, the one thing we’ve noticed is that 
they find it really difficult to adjust to the 
tempo we do things at. 

“I know he found pre-season hard. He 
has recovered from that but sometimes 
it’s a mentality that just takes a little bit 
of time to get into. 

“It’s not so bad for a defender, but when 
the tempo of the game is built in midfield 
it can take a little bit of time. 

“I don’t think Andy has been great but I 
thought he had a little spell against 
Wimbledon where he was passing and 
moving. I think it’s all there to come out. 

“Let’s give him the opportunity in that 
area to really bring it out of him.” 

But Still has no qualms that Drury will 
find his feet, saying: “He’s a very good 
player. He trains well and everything he 
does is first-class. 

“Looking back on last season, Andre 
Gray, who was our leading scorer, started 
off slow. I don’t think he was quite up to 
speed last year, when we started. 

“I don’t think Jonathan Smith started 
well last year, nor did two or three. 

“I watched Liverpool [beat 
Southampton] and I’ve never seen Steven 
Gerrard out of the game as much. I know 
[Daniel] Sturridge got the [winning] goal 
but I don’t think he was very good and it 
sometimes takes people time to get into 
their stride and get into the type of form 
that they have. 

“It’s very difficult for someone to play 
46 games a season and be bang on in 46. 

“That level of consistency in the game 
takes a bit of time. Sometimes people 
don’t get to it, it’s just one of those things, 
but by and large people get to it.” 

Town have a deep squad this season and 
while Drury is yet to fulfil his full poten¬ 
tial, there are plenty of young Hatters 
that have shown big improvements 
already. 

“Matt Robinson wasn’t quite ready last 
year but I think he’s been outstanding 
this year,” said Still. 

“He’s been very, very good - his atti¬ 
tude, work ethic and desire has been ter¬ 
rific. It’s very noticeable in training. 

“Along with Pelly [Ruddock Mpanzu] 
and Jim Stevenson, all three of them have 
been really good in training. They’ve all 
played a part, made their debuts in the 
Football League and are at a great age. 

“That little bit excites me but maybe 
playing them all together is not the right 
thing at the moment, but it will happen.”

A STERLING comeback from Luton Town saw 
the Hatters draw 2-2 at Accrington Stanley 
yesterday.

JOHN Still insists his 
Luton Town side have got 
to start games better after 
they came from behind to 
draw 2-2 away at 
Accrington Stanley yes¬ 
terday. 

Luton found themselves 
2-0 down inside 16 min¬ 
utes after goals from 
James Gray and Luke Joyce 
but they were level before 
the break thanks to strikes 
from Luke Rooney and 
Jake Howells. 

And Still admits he had 
to take responsibility for 
the way he had prepared 
his side for the game. 

“I’m really, really disap¬ 
pointed with how we’ve 
approached the game and 
it’s the manager’s respon¬ 
sibility,” Still said.
